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High Court backs fight 
against concrete plans

LITTLEPORT protesters have 
won the backing of the High 
Court in London in their fight 
to stop the expansion of a con¬ 
crete factory across 30 acres of 
former farmland. 

Planning approval was 
quashed in the High Court last 
week following legal action 
against East Cambridgeshire 
District Council (ECDC). 

Campaigners successfully 
challenged the authority’s deci¬ 
sion to approve plans submit¬ 
ted by plant developer F P Mc¬ 
Cann. 

The judge ruled that ECDC 
did not properly assess the po¬ 
tential environmental impact 
of the proposal and ordered the 
authority to pay costs. 

However the proposals may 
not be halted indefinitely if the 
developers complete the cor¬ 
rect assessments they can re¬ 
submit them. 

Resident Rick Parisi said: “We 
think that this planning appli-

cation was approved without 
proper scrutiny of its impact 
and we are pleased that the 
judge agreed. 

“However, we have only won 
a battle, not the war. 

“We are very worried that the 
application will just go straight 
back to the planning commit¬ 
tee for approval.” 

Mr Parisi is a member of 
the campaign group www.sa- 
veourfens.co.uk , set up to raise 
awareness about the proposals. 

Another member Dr Haassan 
Khan said: “This is a major de¬ 
velopment but the planning re¬ 
quests are being submitted and 
approved bit by bit. 

“We feel it is just being slipped 
through under the radar.” 

The group hopes that more 
residents will sign up to its web¬ 
site and raise formal objections 
if and when the plans are resub¬ 
mitted.

Man faces jury

A MAN accused of caus¬ 
ing the death of 22-year-old 
beauty therapist Lauren 
Danks, from Soham, ap¬ 
peared in court on Tuesday 

Nelson Curtis, 64, of 
High Street, Lakenheath, is 
charged with causing death 
by dangerous driving on 
or about November 10 last 
year. 

Police were called just af¬ 
ter midnight on Friday, No¬ 
vember 11, to reports that a 
vehicle had been found off 
the road on the A11 near Red 
Lodge. 

Lauren Danks was found 
inside the car but had died 
at the scene. 

Curtis, who appeared be¬ 
fore Suffolk Magistrates’ 
Court in Ipswich, is alleged 
to have been the driver of 
a car involved in a collision 
with Miss Danks’ Citroen on 
the A11 at Barton Mills. 

The court heard that Cur¬ 


tis is also charged with fail¬ 
ing to stop at the scene of 
an accident and failing to 
report an accident. 

Magistrates released Cur¬ 
tis on bail to appear at a 
Ipswich Crown Court for a 


plea and trial preparation 
hearing on fune 27.

SCAMMERS claiming to be 
from Microsoft are taking ad¬ 
vantage of the global Wanna- 
Cry ransomware attack. 

Cambridgeshire police is¬ 
sued the warning after Ac¬ 
tion Fraud received the first 
reports of tech-support trick¬ 
sters jumping on the back of 
the cyber-attack that crip¬ 
pled organisations across the 
globe. 

The WannaCry ‘ransom- 
ware’ attack affected more 
than 200,000 devices across 
150 countries according to 
Europol, with organisations 
affected including the NHS, 
as well as Spain’s Telefonica 
and FedEx in the US. 

One victim fell for the scam 
after calling a ‘help’ number 
advertised on a pop-up win¬ 
dow, Action Fraud said. 

The window, which 
wouldn’t close, said the vic¬ 
tim had been affected by 
WannaCry Ransomware. 

The victim granted the 
fraudsters remote access 
to their PC after being con¬ 
vinced there wasn’t sufficient 


anti-virus protection. 

The fraudsters then in¬ 
stalled Windows Malicious 
Software Removal Tool, 
which is actually free and 
took £320 as payment. 

Action Fraud says it is im¬ 
portant to remember that 
Microsoft’s error and warn¬ 
ing messages on your PC will 
never include a phone num¬ 
ber. 

Additionally, Microsoft will 
never proactively reach out 
to you to provide unsolicited 
PC or technical support. Any 
communication they have 
with you must be initiated by 
you. 

How to protect yourself 

• Don’t call numbers from 


pop-up messages. 

• Never allow remote access 
to your computer. 

• Always be wary of unsolic¬ 
ited calls. If you’re unsure of a 
caller’s identity, hang up. 

• Never divulge passwords or 
pin numbers. 

• Microsoft or someone on 
their behalf will never call 
you. 

If you believe you have 
already been a victim 

• Get your computer checked 
for any additional pro¬ 
grammes or software that 
may have been installed. 

• Contact your bank to stop 
any further payments being 
taken.

Call to help city 
tackle dementia

ELY’S new mayor is driving forward 
with his pledge to make the city de¬ 
mentia friendly 

Cllr Richard Hobbs is calling on 
businesses, voluntary groups and 
other organisations to get involved. 

The mayor, who also sits on East 
Cambridgeshire District Council, 
told the News he wants to help peo¬ 
ple battling the degenerative illness 
and aims to make Ely a “place for 
all”. 

“We live in the most exciting 
times for Ely, with the new cinema 
and the bypass coming to fruition 
and the new sports centre,” he said. 

“All these things are happen¬ 
ing in our mayoral year and one of 
my aims is to make Ely a dementia 
friendly city to make people aware 
of the condition and ways we can 
help. 

“I am calling on the volunteer 
sector and all groups and business¬ 
es to get involved.” 

To be recognised as a dementia 
friendly city, Ely will have to meet 
seven different criteria to ensure 


the right structures are in place 
to maintain and administrate the 
scheme. 

Part of that includes having a 
plan to raise awareness about de¬ 
mentia with the local community 
and businesses, as well as giving 
dementia sufferers a stronger voice 
in the local community. 

Whether it’s through special ‘de¬ 
mentia-friendly’ film screenings - 
such as those organised by Babylon 
ARTS in Ely - or supporting those 
with the condition to shop, there is 
plenty local businesses can do. 

Babylon ARTS is offering two ‘de¬ 
mentia friendly’ screenings at The 
Maltings cinema in June and July 
with the support of the BFI’s Film 
Audience Network. 

Dementia-friendly screenings 
aim to make the cinema experience 
more accessible to local dementia 
communities, with families and 
carers also welcome to attend. 

The screenings are open to eve¬ 
ryone but are run to better suit 
the needs of people living with 
dementia - the lights are left on 
low, there are no adverts or trailers 
and filmgoers are allowed to move 
around, or sing along to any musi¬ 


cal numbers. 

Dementia rates worldwide are 
expected to rise sharply, as life 
expectancy increases. The World 
Health Organisation predicts that 
by 2030 75.6 million people across 
the globe will suffer from the dis¬ 
ease. 

More than 850,000 people are liv¬ 
ing with the condition in the UK, 
and by 2025 the number is expect¬ 
ed to rise to more than one million 
- and by 2050, two million. 

Cllr Hobbs’ move to make Ely de¬ 
mentia-friendly follows the Alzhei¬ 
mer’s Society campaign to promote 
the creation of such communities 
across the UK. 

One business that has taken up 
the challenge is the East of England 
Co-operative supermarket group. 

It has pledged to become a de¬ 
mentia-friendly retailer and has 
embarked on a programme of col¬ 
league training and awareness¬ 
raising throughout it stores.

New urgent care service hub 
enters first phase at hospital

A NEW service has been launched 
ahead of plans to close three minor 
injuries units at hospitals in Ely, 
Wisbech and Doddington. 

People started a petition call¬ 
ing on Cambridgeshire and Pe¬ 
terborough Clinical Commission¬ 
ing Group to save the units after a 
leaked report earmarked them for 
closure. 

This month, the first stage of a 
new local care pilot at The Princess 
of Wales in Ely began, with the em¬ 
ployment of more staff for the mi¬ 
nor injuries unit team. 

The changes in Ely will mean pa¬ 
tients must see a nurse first who 
will then refer individuals to the 
on-site GP, if required. 

Cambridgeshire and Peterbor¬ 
ough Clinical Commissioning 
Group spokesman, Dr Alex Man¬ 
ning, said: “Earlier this year the 
CCG approved the business case 
for the first phase of the project to 
develop three Local Urgent Care 
Service (LUCS) hubs pilots in Ely, 
Wisbech and Doddington. 


“Taking on board the feedback 
received from the public, local GPs 
and nurses, we’re now working in 
each of the three areas to develop 
the pilots individually. 

“These will be phased and local¬ 
ity specific, recognising the differ¬ 
ent opportunities and challenges 


in each area.” 

What’s changing? 

The development of each of the 
three pilots will be phased over the 
next year. 

The changes will see local GPs 
and nurse practitioners providing 
a more joined-up service, with pa¬ 


tients being assessed by the nurse 
practitioner in the MIU, before 
being referred to the on-site GP, if 
needed. 

Staff will also work with NHS 111 
and the ambulance service to look 
at how they can increase the num¬ 
ber of patients using the LUCS hub 


and further ease the strain on A&E. 

During this time the MIUs re¬ 
main open for walk-in patients as 
usual and patients are being ad¬ 
vised to continue to use them in 
exactly the same way. 

It is hoped the LUCS will help 
ease the strain on accident and 
emergency services, at Adden- 
brooke’s and the Queen Elizabeth 
hospitals, by providing a local ‘one 
stop’ service for those with urgent, 
but non-life threatening health is¬ 
sues. 

What happens next? 

Following phase one of the pilot 
there will be an opportunity for 
further public consultation. 

At present, it is anticipated that 
the commission will be ready for 
the next stage of the pilot this au¬ 
tumn. 

Patient and healthwatch repre¬ 
sentatives on the Ely LUCS steer¬ 
ing group will continue to provide 
updates and communications 
throughout the process.

RARE: The green-winged orchid

Rare sight 
spotted on 
common 

In a column for the News, ecologist Dr 
Mark Welch tells us about a green-winged 
wonder found at Ely Wildspace 

T he eastern part of Ely Common, 

extending from Kiln Lane to Ely Sailing 
Club, is part of Ely Pits and Meadows 
Site of Special Scientific Interest (SSSI) 
established in 2008. 

It is a designation that provides protection 
against detrimental changes to the ecology 
of the site, which has, for many years, been 
rich in wild flowers as a result of the long¬ 
term annual mowing for hay. 

In mid-April, Ely naturalist Mark Grooms 
found a single specimen of the nationally 
rare (officially "vulnerable") green-winged 
orchid. 

This species of orchid is only 10-15 cm 
high when fully grown and the "green 
wings" are sepals behind each flower that 
have distinctive green or bronzy veins. 

Since 2011, management of the 
part of Ely Common held within East 
Cambridgeshire District Council's lease 
from the Thomas Parson's Trust, which 
includes where the orchid was found, has 
involved a successful collaboration between 
ECDC, Ely Wildspace and the Bedfordshire, 
Cambridgeshire and Northamptonshire 
Wildlife Trust. 

It seems likely that this specimen arose 
from a project carried out in 2012 by the 
Wildlife Trust when seed from Chettisham 
Meadow SSSI, a national stronghold for 
the green-winged orchid, was scattered 
on strips of Ely Common that had been 
prepared by Ely Wildspace volunteers. 

The seeds provided the source of potential 
orchids. Germination can take several years 
to occur, and so it is hoped that the single 
specimen found on Ely Common heralds 
future colonisation by this magnificent 
flower. 

Ely Common and the wider Wildspace 
is now abuzz with insect life: bees, flies, 
beetles, moths and butterflies, and the 
Big Year Project is now in full flow, with 
hundreds of species being recorded. Some 
exceptional species have been found 
already: a rare bee, three nationally scarce 
flies, some rare lichens and a fungus that 
was first recorded in the UK only last year. 

Common terns have returned to breed at 
Roswell Pits for the third year running. 

The 13th Ely bird race took place on 
Sunday, May 14, and an impressive 71 
species were recorded in just four hours, 
including nightingale, bearded tit and 
yellow wagtail.

How would election hopefuls 
help woman living in car?

LAST week the News reported on a woman 
who says she has been living in her car and 
eating dog food to survive since her benefits 
were slashed. 

Ann Cumberland-Quinn’s claim that she 
cannot find the help she needs to make 
ends meet, has generated much discussion 
among News readers. 

We asked South East Cambridgeshire’s 
parliamentary candidates what they would 
do to help people like Ann, who is based in 
Ely and has been supported by Cambridge 
homeless charity Jimmy’s. 

Having won the seat in 2015, Conserva¬ 
tive candidate Lucy Frazer says she is fa¬ 
miliar with Ann’s situation and has actively 
tried to assist her in finding appropriate 
housing during her term in office. 

“I and my office have worked with her and 
liaised with East Cambridgeshire District 
Council,” she said. 

“The Conservative Party is committed to 
tackling the difficult problem of homeless¬ 
ness and rough sleeping. 

“I am pleased that the manifesto seeks to 
do this through the full implementation of 
the Homelessness Reduction Act and by set¬ 


ting up a new homelessness reduction task- 
force that will focus on prevention and af¬ 
fordable housing including a pilot to tackle 
rough sleeping.” 

Labour candidate Huw Jones believes 
cases like Ann’s are symptomatic of Govern¬ 


ment changes to social security. 

He said: “I know she is not the only person 
living in a car in this area, it’s sadly not un¬ 
common. There are people living in all sorts 
of places in and around Cambridge because 
of the difficulties with housing. 


“The social security system is broken and 
I don’t think this was an accident - this has 
been a coherent policy from the Conserva¬ 
tives. 

“Labour will act immediately to end the 
worst excesses of the Conservative govern¬ 
ment’s changes to social security provision, 
by scrapping the punitive sanctions regime. 

“There are so many bureaucratic rules, 
and there seems to be an intention to try 
and get people off benefits mainly by mess¬ 
ing them around.” 

Liberal Democrat candidate Lucy Neth- 
singha says individuals like Ann have been 
failed. She said: “I read about Ann’s story in 
the News and was horrified by her situation. 

“If elected MP I would be keen to meet 
with Ann to understand her situation better, 
and find out what I could most usefully do 
to help her. 

“I have been appalled by the cuts to the 
PIP payments which have been brought in 
by this Conservative government. 

“The Liberal Democrats are the only party 
who have promised to reverse the cuts to 
benefits brought in by the Conservatives. 

“We have also promised to build 300,000 
new homes to help deal with the housing 
crisis. It is clear that Ann has been failed not 
only by this Government, but also by her lo¬ 
cal council.”

VAT is one of the most complex taxes 
and mistakes can be costly. There are 
some simple things you can do to help 
get it right: 

• Keep your receipts and check that 
the expense is VAT-able. 

• VAT cannot be claimed back on 
entertainment of customers or 
suppliers. VAT also cannot be 
claimed on motor vehicles and 
fuel where is there is private use 
of the vehicle. 

• Check your turnover agrees and 
there is no double counting, 
particularly when using software. 
Technology can save time, but 
errors can occur. 

• When using the flat rate scheme, 
make sure you are applying the 
percentage to the correct gross 
amount invoiced. Make a note of 
when the first year 1% discount 
ends. 

• There is a new flat rate 
percentage of 16.5% for limited 
cost traders. If you spend less 
than 2% of gross sales or less 
than £250 per quarter on goods/ 
materials this new rate applies. 
Each quarter needs to be assessed 
separately, and for many it may 
be beneficial to move to the 
standard VAT scheme. 

Be aware of greater risk areas, 
which may require advice from a 
VAT specialist. These include land and 
buildings, partial exemption, overseas 
transactions and imports and exports, 
to name but a few.

It needs 
updating in places, but is due for 
refurbishment next year. 

The newest addition to the estate, 
and arguably the jewel in the 
Foxhills crown, is its award-winning 
spa. 

Further to its extensive range of 
treatments, the spa features a 
20-metre indoor pool, offering 
adults a quieter, more relaxing 
environment in which to swim. 

An outdoor Spa Garden, with a 
Jacuzzi and one of England's first 
natural swimming ponds, is also 
available. 

The gym houses all the state-of- 
the-art equipment fitness fanatics 
could ever want and is the perfect 
place to burn off calories after an 
evening of indulgence in the Manor 
Restaurant. Its modern British 
cuisine is delivered with no shortage 
of finesse, imagination and 
opulence. 

At first, the stately elegance jars 
with the style and substance of 
other elements of the resort, but, the 
longer we stayed, the more it felt as 
though the restaurant was merely a 
high-end culinary alternative rather 
than a clash of cultures. 

A Foxhills breakfast followed in 
the same gourmet footsteps as our 
evening meal. 

It certainly set me up for a crack at 
the Bernard Hunt, the 18-hole 
course named after the former 
Ryder Cup captain, who passed 
away four years ago. 

Warwickshire-born Bernard was 
head professional at Foxhills for 25 
years during the twilight of his 
career on the European Seniors 
Tour. 

There's a choice for golfers to 
make at Foxhills, in keeping with the 


T HERE'S a sense of irony that 
Foxhills Club and Resort 
carries such a strong and 
cohesive logo. You're never 
too far from the eye¬ 
catching image of a sartorially 
elegant fox, propped up by a golf 
club. 

The brand owes much to 
colourful 18th Century 
politician Charles 
James Fox, who once 
used the estate to 
escape from 
spiralling gambling 
debts racked up in 
London. 

Foxhills is now used 
as a very different kind of 
escape for families, couples 
and sporty professionals. 

Its striking marketing symbol, 
which adorns everything from 
menus and golfing gear to dressing 
gowns and slippers, appears to 
deliver a clear message. 

But, on arrival, it's anything but 
clear as to what Foxhills is really all 
about. Set in sedate Surrey 
countryside, the resort is all things 
to all men, women and children. 

Is it a hotel, a spa, a country club, 
a wedding venue, a business 
destination, a golf resort, a romantic 
getaway or a family-friendly sports 
complex? 

Truth is, it's all of those - and 
more. 

Foxhills is ideal for sporty young 
families in the market for a more 
refined alternative to Center Parcs. 
But it's just as well-suited to active 
young couples keen to mix leisure 
with pleasure. 

My wife, Louise, and I primarily 
took advantage of the golf and spa 
facilities, but only after we had 
immersed ourselves in the tranquil 
ambience of the estate. 

At the heart of Foxhills, under the 
ownership of the Hayton family 
since 1983, is an imposing 
19th-Century manor house. 

Revered English architect George 
Basevi had hoped to 'reflect the 
spirit of the new Victorian age in its 
restrained charm and elegance! 

The historic building is home to 
the main reception, bar and lounge 
area, as well as the AA rosette 
Manor Restaurant. 

First impressions, after a 
sumptuous lunch in the regal 
lounge, are of high-end 
sophistication. 


squad during the London 2012 
Olympics.But then cycling forms 
part of the fabric at Foxhills, the 
official resort partner of the Tour of 
Britain. It hosts a weekly cycling 
club, while memorabilia decorates 
walls within Lyne House where 
rooms have been named after Team 
GB's Olympic heroes such as Sir 
Bradley Wiggins and Chris Froome. 

Nestled between the nine-hole 
Manor golf course and a first-class 
tennis complex, annual host of an 
Aegon GB Pro-Series tournament, 
Lyne House was also our home for 
two nights. 

Our room boasted White 
Company toiletries, yet felt a little 
out of synch with the splendour of 
the Manor House. 

That said, it was comfortable, 
clean, modern, appointed with an 
impressive bathroom and more 
than big enough. 

A quick tour of the grounds 
unearthed the many facets of 


Yet some of the facilities across 
the sprawling complex 
do not always marry 
with this luxury and grandeur. 

There are no rooms for guests in 
the Manor House, only 
accommodation for staff. The 70 
rooms at Foxhills are dotted around 
the estate in different guises. 

Given the Manor House's 
prominence on the website, it's a 
curious and misleading layout. 

Multi-level apartments circle an 
outdoor swimming pool, there's 
stables-type accommodation and 
two-tiered, newly refurbished 
deluxe suites. 

A number of rooms are also 
located in the three-storey 
Victorian-style Lyne House behind 
the Manor House. 

This block was used as the base 
for Team GB's road race cycling 
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the Wembley arches on a clear day. 

Some 100ft below the tee, the 
fairway - closely guarded by trees 
down the right and bunkers on the 
left- dog-legs to the right and up a 
steep incline to a raised green. 

It's scenic, but a beast of a hole that 
puts you firmly in your place if you 
score surprisingly well on the front 
nine. 

The first and only time you really 
come into contact with the Longcross 
is on the over-sized 18th green which 
the Hunt shares with its sister course. 

Challenging, but also rewarding, 


the Hunt fully deserves its listing in 
Golf World's Next 100 top golf courses 
in England. 

While I golfed, Louise sampled the 
spa's renowned Elemis Face and 
Body Sensation treatment, a hot 
stone massage, delivered with the 
utmost professionalism and care, 
finished off with a blissful moment of 
readjustment to the outside world in 
the relaxation room. 

It would be fair to say she was 

soothed and wowed in equal 
measure. 

Nineteen is just the place to 
unwind and refuel after a round 
of golf or spa treatment. A golf 
ball's throw from the 18th green, 

it's less formal than the Manor 
House. Nineteen also doubles up as 
a livelier, and more reasonably- 
priced venue in which to dine by 
night. 

There's some roughness around the 
edges, but still so much going for 
Foxhills, not least excellent customer 
service, right across the board. 

It must be doing something right to 
have grown its membership to 3,000 
- double the country club average 
nationwide. 

At no point did we, as hotel guests, 
ever feel less of a priority than the 
members, mainly because guests can 
access almost all of the same facilities 
as patrons. 

Foxhills is a jack of all trades but, 
rather refreshingly, a master of many. 


general tone of the place. Recently 
home to the Senior PGA Professional 
Championship, the Bernard Hunt is a 
longer, more open and forgiving track 
to the Longcross. 

Considering the time of year (we 
stayed in mid-February) and the rain 
that had fallen the previous week, the 
course was in marvellous condition. 

A fungal disease, which had not only 
spread to all greens at Foxhills, but 
most courses in the area, affected the 
aesthetic of the putting surfaces, but 
not their playability. 

The par 4 10th hole was among the 
Hunt's highlights. A monster at 445 
yards, the elevated tee box affords 
views of south-west London and even

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Skoda replaces Yeti 
with the Karoq 

DESPITE its rather boxy-shaped 
body and at times somewhat 
quirky interior, Skoda's small 
family Sports Utility Vehicle, the 
Yeti, has become a firm favourite 
with buyers in the UK since it first 
appeared back in 2009. 

A subsequent 2013 facelift 
further enhanced its appeal and in 
its own way the Yeti has perhaps 
in an unfashionably manner been 
a significant sales winner for the 
Czech car maker. 

But all that is about to change. 
Come this Autumn an all-new 
successor arrives and the Yeti 
name will be no more, which 
undoubtedly will disappoint some 
regular Skoda fans. 

The new model is called the 
Karoq and Skoda bosses are 
confident it will increase further 
their presence in the small family 
SUV sector, currently one of the 
fastest growing parts of the new 
car market. 

But when deliveries start next 
January the five-seater Karoq will 
be up against some formidable 
opposition, notably Nissan's top¬ 
selling Qashqai, Renault's Kadjar 
and Skoda's own in-house VW 
Group contender, the recently 
launched SEAT Ateca. 

In terms of outside looks there 
is definitely no trace of the Yeti 
and the Karoq is 160mm longer, 
50mm wider and has a 60mm 
longer wheelbase. 

It's identical to the Ateca, both 
being built on the same platform 
and coming from the same Skoda 
factory in the Czech Republic. 

Karl Neuhold, the Karoq's 
exterior design chief, "It still had 
to have the true Skoda DNA in its 
make up with that dominant nose 
at the front and horiztonal lines 
running around the car." 

Skoda has yet to confirm prices 
for the vehicle. 

However, it's likely the Karoq 
will have a starting price of around 
£18,000 for the 1.0-litre entry- 
level version. 

The current entry-level price for 
the Qashqai is £18,995 and for 
the Ateca it's £18,150. 


BMW takes a subtle 
route with its 4 series 



S UBTLE is not often a 
word used in connection 
with car designers when 
they are trying to create a 
new model. 

Equally applicable is that 
old adage of why change a 
winning formula? 

BMW's Bavarian backroom 
team has managed to achieve 
both with the latest 4 Series 
models. 

Since the original arrived 
back in 2013 the replacement 
for the former 3 Series coupe 
and convertible has been a 
huge success. 

Britain is key to the 4 Series' 
fortunes with sales second 
only to those in the USA. 
Germany, the car's homeland, 
languishes in third place. 

BMW's medium sized 
car UK sales boss James 
Thompson said: "The 4 Series 
has been a huge success for 
us and interestingly three out 
of every four we have sold 
buyers have opted for the 
M Sport versions while the 
added bonus is that residuals 
have held up so well and 
better than any of its rivals. 

"The key to this new, 
updated range is subtlety 
because on the surface it 
may not look any different 
but there are many changes 
which obviously enhances the 
model." 

Certainly, the styling 
changes on the new 4 Series 
models are noticeable with 
a large air intake at the front 
flanked by LED headlights 
while the rear light cluster and 
back end appearance have 
also been tidied up. 

Crucially all three models 
now have a lower centre 


of gravity thanks to a wider 
track (14mm extra front and 
20mm at the back), plus 
there's a revised suspension 
and improved traction control 
capabilities, again all rather 
subtle but meaningful from a 
driver's viewpoint. 

Underneath, more subtle 
changes have been made 
with the car now having 
stiffer suspension with better 
damping and an upgraded 
steering set-up has helped to 
deliver better handling and 
greater straight-line stability. 


Inside the new 4 Series 
subtlety is again the order 
of the day with several 
minor new touches to 
the furnishings, like the 
surrounds for the air vents 
and the control panels in the 
doors which now feature 
electroplated inserts, while 
the air conditioning and audio 
controls now have chrome 
surrounds. 

It's these small and perhaps, 
to some, insignificant changes 
that make a difference such as 
the sports style steering wheel, 


now fitted as standard across 
the range. It is of a better 
quality leather and gives the 
driver more grip than on the 
previous line up. 

There's a wide choice of 
petrol and diesel engines. 

The top Grand Coupe and 
Convertible models will also 
have the 420d engine under 
the bonnet. 

So what's the revised 420d 
like in the Sport Coupe? 

In a first drive exercise over 
some 80 miles it's easy to see 
why this engine will be the 


most popular. It's responsive 
yet so quiet for an oil burner 
and really provides an 
impressive driving experience, 
particularly with such a neat, 
precise six-speed manual 
gearbox - there is an eight- 
speed automatic as an option. 

The power comes through 
with exceptionally good, 
low down torque from the 
2.0-litre 190bhp turbocharged 
engine and once out on the 
motorway it's powerful and 
comfortable making it an ideal 
long distance cruiser. 

BMW's xDrive all-wheel- 
drive makes for easy motoring 
whatever the road conditions 
and the official combined fuel 
consumption is 62.8mpg with 
a 0 to 62mph acceleration of 
7.3 seconds and C02 levels of 
125g/km. 

The basic price of the 
420d xDrive Sports Coupe 
is £36,260 but this particular 
car was loaded with optional 
extras such as an advanced 
parking package (reversing 
camera and park assist) at 
£545, driver comfort pack 
(electric front seats, driver 
memory seats) at £1,440 and 
a media pack (£900) plus a 
sport automatic transmission 
(£1,690), split-folding rear 
seats (£170) and adaptive LED 
headlights (£1,200). 

LED foglights, sports front 
seats and 18-inch light alloy 
wheels are thrown in at no 
extra cost. 

Options aside, the new-look 
4 Series is a step up from the 
previous model and when 
it comes down to all-round 
enjoyment it keeps its status 
as the best handling car in its 
class.

I T'S a car at the sharp end of the 
crossover craze and the Captur 
has played a pivotal role in the 
renaissance of Renault in the UK. 

Now it's time for a major revamp 
and the latest Captur is getting 
spruced up. 

There's a new look to the front 
bringing it in line with Renault's 
larger Kadjar SUV, more technology 
inside and a new range topping 
Signature S Nav model complete 
with part leather upholstery and 
added body garnish. 

Engines and transmissions 
available in the new 24 model 
line-up remain as before with the 
Captur range now priced from 
£15,355, an increase of some £400. 

The Captur is Renault's top 
seller in Britain and it has become 
nothing short of a fashion statement 
on wheels since it first arrived in 
2013. 

Along with the Clio it was one of 
the first to benefit from the snazzy 
styling inspired by Renault's design 
chief Laurens van den Acker and 
the new version stays right on trend. 


Bright colours and two-tone paint 
jobs remain a feature while the 
front end treatment sees C-shaped 
LED daylight running lights 
incorporated into the bumper. 

The new Signature S Nav gets 
some added jewellery in the shape 
of extra brightwork in the grille and 
a different finish to the front and 
rear skid plates to set it apart. 

It's priced from £21,405 for 
a 1.2-litre 120bhp turbo petrol 
version or £23,145 for a 110bhp 
1.5-litre diesel and comes with new 
bells and whistles which are options 
elsewhere in the range. 

On the performance front the 
Captur is rated at 11.4 seconds 0 to 
60 for the 110bhp diesel and 9.9 
seconds for the 120bhp petrol but 
in everyday use it seemed more 
suited with the diesel under the 
bonnet. 

With six-speed manual gearboxes 
top speeds are almost identical at 
112mph for the diesel and 113 for 
the petrol although with Renault's 
electronic auto transmission, which 
adds £1,300 to the price, the petrol 


version can be pushed a little 
further without any reduction in the 
official fuel return. 

However, performance with 


many a new car is a given these 
days and what makes a difference 
is style and panache - and on those 
fronts the Captur comes loaded.
